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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicants' communication filed on 10/20/04. 
Claims 1-19 are pending in this application. Claims 20-40 have been canceled. 
Rejection of claim 19 under 35 USC 112 2"^ paragraph is hereby withdrawn subsequent 
to applicants' amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . Claims 1 -3 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Heath et al(US'499) for the reasons of record. 

Applicants' arguments were fully considered and were not found convincing. 
Applicants allege that just "0" is not within the scope of the definition of T. The examiner 
would like to point out that the specification has defined definition of T to be ether 
linkage and "0" is ether linkage between aliphatic carbon chain or aromatic chain, e.g. 
CH2-O-CH2, or Ar-O-Ar, in which O is supposed to be ethereal linkage, absent evidence 
to the contrary. 

2. Rejection of claim 1 unde 35 USC 1 02(b) over JP722 is hereby withdrawn 
subsequent to applicants' amendments. 

3. Claims 1 -3, 6-7 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 10-175852. 

JP'852, page 6, compound 1 9, anticipate instant claimed compounds and 
composition, when in the instant claims, Ar and Ar" are phenyl, X is 0 and Z is H and T 
is an amide linkage. Inasmuch as, the reference teach oral composition for 
therapeutically use, the pharmaceutical compositions are anticipated. 
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4. Claims 4-5, and 8-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any Intervening claims. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
